Will Taft Manage the Campaign? 
Now that 1S>10 is on the boards, 


members of both houses are awaken- 
injc to the fact that a congressional 
election is on this year. The Demo- 
crats are more confident of carrying 
the nest hotise than they have been iu 
a decade. For one thing they argue 
that no party ever revised the tariff 
that it was not snowed under iu the 
noxt congressional election with the 
Fingie exception of JSOS, wbeu the 
Spanish war came on to distract the 
people's attention. One uncertain ele- 
ment in the coining fight will be the 
insurgent Republicans. I am inclined 
to believe that this eiement, however.

in convention and wiil help the Demo- 
crats little in the election. The latest 
rumor of interest is that President 
Taft wi5: take a very active part in 
the fii;ht. naturally regarding the re- 
suit in the light of a verdict on his 
«wn administration,
